SMYRNA, Sept. 4.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) — The Turkish ad- 
vance continues, the entire line of 
Greeks withdrawing without fight- 
ing. Towns and villages in the 
path of the retreat are being burned 
and thousands of Christian refugees 
are approaching Smyrna, where the 
churches and schools are already 
filled. Many are arriving in a starv- 
ing condition, the women and chil- 
dren especially showing marked 
signs of suffering.

LONDON, Sept. 4.—I learn that the 
Greek cabinet on Friday, after a long 
and lively sitting, decided that the 
retention of any part of Asia Minor 
is becoming impossible. 

The cabinet, therefore, has requested 
the British goverument to intervene 
with other allied powers for the pur- 
pose of concluding an armistice with 
the Kemalists if possible on a basis of 
complete evacuation of the Smyrna 
area. . 

The Greek cabinet also intimated it 
could no longer guarantee the safety 
of Christiang or allied nationals in 
Smyrna. 

The situation is complicated, how- | 
ever, by the Turkish demand that thc 
Gredks also evacuate. Thrace, which 
the powers are unwilling to recom 
mend, 


Venizelos May Return to Power. 

It is reported here that R. K. Veni- 
zelos is likely to return to Greece im- 
mediately to resume power, with @ 
mandate from the people to clean up 
the mess made by King Constantine.

BRUNDAGE FLAYS

More than 50,000 children will take 
up their work in the rural schools 
of Cook county, it was said at the office 
of County Superintendent of Schools 
Edward J. Tobin. 5 

Dudley Grant Hays, assistant super- 
intendent of schools, said that the num- 
ber of lantern slides for schoolroom 
use this year has been increased to 
60,000. By using these and motion 
pictures to make various subjects more 
vivid, work of instruction can be devel- 
oped so that one-fourth of the pupils’ 
time in learning is saved, he said.

TRIBUNE COOK BOOK 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
Bush Squashes. 


The little squashes of various types 
are now in the market, and’ undoubt- 
edly deserve our attention if we can 
cook them acceptably. The little sweet 
potato squagh is best plain baked, and 
it seems to be best not cut in half be- 
fore it is put into the oven. 

All squashes eat up butter or cream 
at a great rate, so if a person wanted 
to vary the serving of cream to some 
one in need of the upbuilding of that 
food, she could hardly find a way to 
serve it hot that would be equal to 


that of cooking it with a cymling 
squash, which had been stewed or 
steamed and mashed. It is probably 
safest to peel and take out the seeds of 
these squashes when they are pur- 
chased in the stores, since the thumb 
nail test is not reliable for any except 
those taken straight from the vines. 

The cymling or cymbling or cimlin 
of southern cookery is the name given 
for the patty pan or bush squash, and 
we must look to southern cook books 
for the native way of treating this 
many named fruit of a squash vine. 
There is quite universal agreement in 
all the recipes, which vary in particu- 
lars, that these squashes should be 
cooked, put through a colander or 
sieve, then stewed in considerable 
cream and butter which the squash 
should absorb so that it will seem al- 
most dry. It is perhaps best to wash, 
peel, cut in small pieces, and cook them 
in a little water over a small fire in a 
covered kettle.
